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RAID ON

A WOMAN was arrested on suspicion of 
managing an illegal brothel in Harlow fol¬ 
lowing a raid by the UK Border Agency’s 
immigration crime team. 

Police and immigration officers forced entry into 
the flat in The Hoo yesterday (Wednesday) after 
receiving complaints from neighbours about people 
visiting the premises throughout the day and night. 

The officers entered to find two middle-aged 
women in what appeared to be a ‘chicken house’ 
brothel set-up. The term relates to a bigger organised 
crime ring where the women are circulated between 
different brothels set up all over the country for a short 
amount of time. 

Immigration checks revealed the second woman 
was a 54-year-old visa overstayer from China. She was 
released on immigration bail while the UK Border 
Agency works to remove her from the country. 

Speaking after the raid, Detective Constable Adam 
Rogers from the UK Border Agency said: “We know 
the damaging impact premises like this have on local 
communities. We know that they are a conduit for ille¬ 
gal immigration and we know that the proceeds they 
generate are used to fund serious organised crime.” 

One neighbour, who asked not to be named, said: “I 
moved in just a month before they did and was very

shocked when I realised what was going on. I have got 
a three-year old girl and don’t want her growing up 
with all these strange men coming into the area.” 

Yesterday’s raid followed a five-month intelligence 
gathering procedure by the specialist unit and will see 
officers using new powers when they apply to magis¬ 
trates for a Brothel Closure Order today. 

If accepted, access to the premises associated with 
the offences will be restricted for up to three months, 
with the power to extend the orders for a total of six 
months if necessary. 

The two-bedroom brothel, which advertised in a 
local newspaper and on the internet under the name of 
Sweet Lady, was operating seven days a week between 
10am and 10pm.

THE future of Harlow’s cash-strapped 
Welfare Rights & Advice Service looks 
brighter after the organisation secured 
new financial backing this week. 

HWRA, which provides vulnerable resi¬ 
dents with free employment and benefits 
advice from offices at The Advice Centre in 
East Gate, has struggled to cope with the 
demand for its services since Harlow Coun¬ 
cil slashed its funding in 2009. 

Last year it processed 11,559 enquiries 
and cases but now hopes to be able to expand 
its service provision after receiving a double 
funding boost from Harlow Health Centres 
Trust and the Legal Services Commission. 

HHCT will pay grants totalling £54,000 
aimed specifically at supporting clients who 
are disabled or have health-related problems, 
while the LSC has agreed a three-year con¬ 
tract with an optional two-year extension to 
cover the provision of specialist housing, 
benefits, employment and debt advice. 

Janet Briscoe, chair of HWRA Trustees 
told the Star: “We are extremely relieved and 
grateful to get this financial support. 

“The money from the health centres trust 
will allow the service to continue helping 
those people with ill-health and disabilities 
who are not covered by other funding 
streams. 

“We are continuing to look ahead to see 
where the next amount of funding can come 
from and will do all we can to retain the 
advice services local people need.” 

She added: “The forthcoming threat to 
legal aid funding makes it more important 
than ever that the service has a range of long¬ 
term funders.” 


The service will also be working closely 
with local charity Safer Places - formerly 
known as Harlow Women’s Aid - to provide 
additional services from the Advice Centre 
after the Citizens Advice Bureau moves out

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My family live 
in Libya -1 fear 
for their safety 


A HARLOW man who holds 
dual British-Libyan nationali¬ 
ty has spoken of his concern 
for his family as violent clashes 
between rebels and soldiers 
loyal to the Gaddafi regime 
intensified this week. 

Jawad Sharief (34), of Sumners, 
has been unable to contact any rela¬ 
tives since the uprising began more 
than two weeks ago. 

With hundreds of thousands of 
people having already crossed the 
country’s boarders to flee the vio¬ 
lence, Mr Sharief said he was unsure 
if they have remained in the Libyan 
capital of Tripoli or have moved on to 
somewhere safer. 

“I am really worried about all my 
family and friends over there,” he 
told the Star. “All the lines are down 
so I haven’t been able to check if 
everyone is ok and I don’t know at 
this point where they are exactly. 

“I know what the Gaddafi regime 
is like and I am truly concerned for 
their safety.” 

Although Mr Sharief has lived in 
England for most of his life, he was

brought up in Libya for five years as 
a child. 

He returned to the country for 
eight months in 2000 when he expe¬ 
rienced first hand what living under 
the Gaddafi regime could be like. 

“I had gone to try and seek my for¬ 
tune,” he said. “My father is Libyan 
and had worked in the oil trade so I 
hoped to follow in his footsteps. 

“But the officials were very suspi¬ 
cious of me because I had been out 
the country for so long and got 
very aggressive. 

“They shouted and 
threatened me and took 
my passport away. It took 
a long time for my grand¬ 
parents to help me sort it 
out and it was really very 
scary at times.” 

Although concerned 
for the well-being of his 
loved ones, Mr Sharief 
said he supported the 
rebels. 


“I think Gaddafi needs to be dealt 
with by the UN Security Council for 
genocide and war crimes,” he said. 

“They are saying that he’s killed 
over 1,000 people now and I can well 
believe it with all my heart. He’s a 
mad man and he 
can’t get away 
with what he’s 
been doing 
anymore.”

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One-sided approach ignores 
views of town's republicans 


SIR, I am writing in response to 
the report in the Star which asked 
readers to respond to the question 
concerning the forthcoming 
wedding between William Wales 
and Catherine Middleton: “Will 
you be heading to London to see the 
celebrations or stay at home and 
enjoy a street party with the 
neighbours?”

The 
wording of this article suggests a 
consensus among its readers of full 
support, an assumption that is 
prevalent among the media in this 
country. 

This one-sided approach not only 
ignores the many people who are 
indifferent to the occasion, but also 


marginalises and discriminates 
against Harlow’s republican 
constituents. 

I have alternative plans for April 29. 
As a republican I will, of course, not 
be taking part in any celebration of 
the royal wedding. Instead I will be 
celebrating my republicanism and 
the principle of democracy on April 
29.1 will either be at the ‘Not the 
Royal Wedding’ street party in 
central London or I will be holding 
my own republican celebrations, 
possibly my own republican street 
party. 

I will also be encouraging other 
republicans to take part in similar 
alternative celebrations. I don’t 
think this is a time for us to retreat 
and remain reticent; rather we 
should express our objections to 
conformity and the hysteria that 


surrounds this controversial issue. 

I have nothing against the rights of 
the couple to marry. However, the 
ceremony is a matter for them and 
their friends and relatives. The only 
significance this event will have on 
the British public are the negative 
effects of lost trade due to the extra 
bank holiday and the bill the 
taxpayer will have to foot for the 
extravagant celebrations. 

The monarchists’ favourite 
argument of tourism is a non¬ 
starter as well. Internal emails 
between staff at VisitBritain, 
obtained under Freedom of 
Information rules, points to 
evidence predicting a fall in tourism 
around the time of the royal 
wedding, as has been the case on 
previous occasions. 

I hope you’ll understand that the 


royal wedding is a contentious event 
that many of Harlow’s residents will 
take issue with. Indeed, there will 
be many people celebrating the 
wedding but the Star should also 
take into consideration the 
discontent of those opposed to it 
and should not promote the views 
and feelings of one side over the 
other. 

I recognise that there is 
considerable public interest in the 
royal wedding and I have no qualms 
with the Star reporting the issue. 
However, quality reporting 
demands a great deal of 
impartiality and I hope to see views 
from all sides in any further 
reporting of royal wedding 
celebrations in Harlow.

Every child deserves 
equal opportunities 

SIR, Jim Pailing’s truly astonishing letter in last 
week’s Star is a very good example of why we 
should never let Tories control our children’s 
education.

College has still got 
a long way to go 

SIR, Many of the staff and students affected 
by the management of Harlow College 
principal Colin Hindmarch since his 
appointment in 2006 will be angered by 
your recent article (Star, February 17). 

Here are some facts about his supposed 
achievements against a background of 
misery and costly expense to the taxpayer. 

In his first two years at Harlow College, 
average A-level points per exam entry 
remained static at 203.2 and in 2010 stood 
at 228.5. This compares with Bishop’s 
Stortford College’s reported figure of 377. 

It will, at this rate of improvement, take 25 
years for Harlow College to catch up with 
Bishop’s Stortford College. 

The A*-B pass rate for Harlow College 
stands at 38 per cent compared with 
Bishop’s Stortford College’s 83 per cent. If 
photography and sociology (not taken at 
Bishop’s Stortford College) are excluded 
from the Harlow College results, the A*-B 
pass rate falls to under 20 per cent. 

Many students now go to Harlow College 
unsure about where their A-levels will be 
taught after the creation of WestVic and its 
links to Harlow schools. What parents and 
students need to do is compare the online 
information to avoid being disappointed by 
their choice.

E SSEX-born actress 

Carole Ann Ford caused 
quite a stir when she 
appeared at Harlow Day in 
1962. 

Hundreds queued to get the 
autograph of Carole who, a year 
later, would gain a place in British 
sci-fi history when she played the 
character of Susan Foreman, 
granddaughter of the first Doctor 
Who in the popular BBC television 
series. 

The occasion was captured for 
posterity by a photographer from 
the Harlow Citizen, a copy of which 
was sent in by Star reader Philip 
Leader after he found it among 
some of his late father’s belongings. 
The newspaper, which at the time 
was the only paper printed and 
published in Harlow and cost 4d to 
buy, covered the community day 
with two articles and a double page 
photo spread. 

It reported that Ms Ford had just 
finished a film, Mix Me A Person, 
in which she starred alongside 
Donald Sinden and British pop star 


and actor Adam Faith. 

According to the Citizen’s report 
she was kept busy judging events 
and performing ceremonies as well 
as signing autographs 
The event attracted more than 
35,000 spectators and also included 
a raffle, wrestling contest, dog 
show, gymkhana, veteran car club, 
and huge firework display. 

By the end of the day more than 
£700 had been raised. The money 


was later donated to Harlow 
Community Chest, the Dr Barnardo 
children’s home in Waltham Abbey 
and the David Livingstone Club for 
Handicapped Children.

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Posh 'hugely sorry' for parking bay blunder 



VICTORIA Beckham has apolo¬ 
gised after her chauffeur parked 
in a disabled bay at the front of a 
Harlow toy superstore. 

The driver made the blunder 
when the former Spice Girl and 
her sister, Louise Adams, popp¬ 
ed into Toys R Us at the Queens- 
gate Centre in Edinburgh Way to 
buy supplies for son Cruz’s 6th 
birthday. 

According to a national news¬ 
paper, cystic fibrosis sufferer 
Chantelle Hughes arrived shortly 
afterwards but was unable to find 
an empty disabled parking space. 

When she noticed that one of 
the spaces was taken by a car not 
displaying a blue badge, she wait¬ 
ed to have a word with the driver, 
unaware that the passenger was 
Mrs Beckham, who was staying 
with husband David at their man¬ 
sion home in Sawbridgeworth. 

After the incident was report¬ 
ed in a Sunday newspaper, Mrs 
Beckham issued an apology 


through her spokesman. 

“This was a momentary lapse 
in judgement by Victoria’s driver, 
not something that she was aware 
of or would ever condone,” he 
said. 

“Victoria is, of course, hugely 
apologetic for any inconvenience 


that may have been caused.” 

The newspaper report said Mrs 
Beckham’s driver could face 
action from Harlow Council for 
contravening local byelaws, but 
Tony Hall, chairman of the coun¬ 
cil’s environment policy working 
group, said this was not the case. 


“Disabled bays are only 
enforceable where the highway 
authority has made the relevant 
traffic order,” he said. 

“In this case the bay was in a 
privately owned car park so the 
council does not have enforce¬ 
ment rights over it.” 


Catastrophe of 
student floored 
by thug's punch 


A THUG who left an aspir¬ 
ing PE teacher with perma¬ 
nent brain damage after hit¬ 
ting him with a single punch 
has been jailed for 27 
months. 

Andrew Williams (22), of 
Chalk Lane, Old Harlow, assault¬ 
ed sports student Richard Kenn¬ 
edy a few hours before he was 
due to appear in court on drugs 
charges. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was 
told Williams punched Mr 
Kennedy, who fell over and cra¬ 
cked his head on the pavement 
with devastating results. 

He underwent complicated 
surgery and is now waiting for a 
fourth operation following the 
attack last October. The court 
was told he had hoped to become 
a PE teacher but the injuries he 
sustained made that unlikely. 

Williams, who pleaded guilty 
to causing grievous bodily harm, 
was told by recorder John Dodd 
the consequences had been cata- 
sprohic for the victim. 

“I accept you didn’t intend 
those injuries but Mr Kennedy 
had a 50-50 chance of survival 
and now suffers real and substan¬ 
tial brain damage,” he said. 

The court was told that the 
night before Williams was to 
appear in court on charges of 
supplying drugs he had been out 
nightclubbing in Chelmsford on a 
“last hoorah”. 

Richard Stevens, prosecuting, 
said the attack took place outside 
the nightclub in the early hours of 
the morning. 

As Mr Kennedy walked away 
after the two of them had bumped 
into each other, Williams turned 
to follow him. Following a nose- 
to-nose confrontation Williams

turned away but then turned back 
and punched Mr Kennedy. The 
incident was caught on CCTV 

Mr Kennedy, who lived in 
Stoke Newington and was study¬ 
ing at Chelmsford College, was 
struck in the mouth, causing him 
to fall and strike his head. He was 
taken to hospital where surgeons 
removed part of his skull in order 
to allow his brain to swell. 

In the end he needed an artifi¬ 
cial skull replacement. 

Recorder Dodd said: “ft seems 
you turned away and suddenly 
delivered a back-handed blow or 
punch to his face. Considerable 
force was used. 

“As he fell to the ground his 
head struck the concrete surface 
with force described as with a 
cracking sound. You left as he 
began a struggle to stay alive.” 

In relation to the drugs 
offences, Williams admitted two 
offences of supplying cannabis, 
two of offering to supply 
cannabis and one of possession. 

Mr Stevens said 8.16 grams of 
cannabis and other drugs para¬ 
phernalia was found at Williams’ 
home during a search by police 
on June 29 last year. 

Williams was sentenced to two 
years for the assault and a further 
three months for the drugs 
offences. However, as he has 
already spent the equivalent of 
eight months in custody waiting 
for his case to be heard he will be 
released in less than a year. 

Speaking outside the court, a 
family spokesman for Mr 
Kennedy said: “Richard won’t 
like the sentence. He wants him 
to go away for as long as possi¬ 
ble.”

Dino with a deadly kick 



A NEWLY-discovered species of 
dinosaur has been nicknamed 
"thunder thighs" because of its 
powerful legs! 

Scientists believe that Brontomerus Mcintoshi 
may have used its massive leg muscles to 
kick away predators and rivals. 

The enormous beast was not a meat eater but 
would have grown to be bigger than an 
elephant, weighing six tonnes and measuring 
around 14 metres in length. 

Two partial skeletons of the dinosaur - an adult 
and a youngster - were found in a quarry in 
America. According to researchers, they would 
have walked the earth around 1 lOmillion years 
ago and the shape of the bone suggests they 
had the largest leg muscles of any dinosaur in 


the sauropod family. 

Palaeontologist Dr Mike Taylor, from University 
College London, described the find as a 
“fantastically exciting discovery”. 

He told reporters: “The shape of the muscle 
running down from the hip to the thigh at the 
front shows that it was used for kicking more 
than for walking. 

"I'm not sure if this is the first ever dinosaur to 
have used kicking as its main form of fighting 
but it’s the first to be highlighted or written 
about. 

"Even though the Brontomerus was a 
herbivore, that doesn't mean it was peaceful or 
good tempered. It would have had to fight 
dinosaurs similar to a T-Rex and would have 
made them think twice about it!”

# Lose the traditional pathways of

The Cancer and Core Services 
directorate contains departments such 
as pathology, radiology, pharmacy, 
physiotherapy and occupational therapy. 
Many of the staff in these areas often 
work behind the scenes and often 
undertake many of the tests and 
diagnostic procedures which help 
determine what is wrong with a patient 
and the specific medication they need to 
treat them. 

One relatively unknown aspect of the 
directorate is the mortuary service. This 
department supports both the hospital 
and local community, too, and is run by 
mortuary service manager Ken Connolly. 
Dr McKenzie is also a consultant 
pathologist and as part of her job she 
works closely within Ken's department 
to undertake in-depth investigations to 
determine why a person has died . This 
procedure is known as a post mortem. 
After viewing a post mortem 
examination, Rachael said: "It was 
fascinating seeing the effects that 
different conditions and problems can 
have on the human body - asbestos 
poisoning for instance caused noticeable 
damage to the lungs. 

"Pathologists are often known for their 
work analysing samples and specimens, 
and this work goes on within the cellular 
pathology building on the Harlow site. 
However, their involvement after a 
person's life has ended is equally as 
important."

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County council 
offers tips for 
royal wedding 
street parties 

ESSEX County Council is doing 
its bit to help residents get in the 
party mood for the wedding of 
Prince William and Kate 
Middleton on April 29 with a new 
guide on how to plan local 
celebrations. 

The guide, which is available to 
download from the council’s 
website, includes advice on 
whether a licence is required to 
hold street parties and fetes on the 
big day, as well as details of how 
to apply. 

Although licences will generally 
not be needed for small-scale 
events, larger public celebrations 
may require a Temporary Event 
Notice issued by Harlow Council. 
In the case of road closures, 
permission must be sought from 
the county council. 

County council leader Peter 
Martin said: “The royal wedding 
will be a special occasion and an 
ideal opportunity for local 
communities to get together and 
hold their own celebrations. 

“We want to support our residents 
making it as simple as possible for 
them to plan their own street 
parties and recommend making 
preparations now to ensure 
arrangements can be made in 
time.” 

Applications for road closures 
must be submitted to Essex 
County Council by March 31, 
while Temporary Event Notices 
must be requested from Harlow 
Council by April 12.

Passengers shocked 
by hike in bus fares

ANGRY bus users have criticised a Harlow 
bus company for hiking fares. 

Passengers using the SM coach service from 
Harlow to Epping were shocked to be told the cost 
of a weekly ticket had shot up from £8 to £15 and 
that a discounted monthly fare was no longer avail¬ 
able. 

The increase comes just months after the cost of 
the weekly ticket was raised from £5 to £8. 

“A weekly cost of £15 from Harlow to Epping 
station is completely unreasonable,” complained 
passenger Janki Mithani, who lives in Harlow. 

“Within the last four months the fare has regular¬ 
ly increased and although an annual increase of 10 
to 20 per cent is expected, one of almost 90 per cent 
is not fair.” 

Another local commuter, who asked not to be 
named, said: “I was astonished and I think everyone 
who uses the service was. There was no warning, 
the price just rocketed. 

“Now I have to put £60 aside a month just to be 
able to afford to get to work. On top of all the elec¬ 
tricity and gas bill increases it really is getting quite 
tough.” 

This week the company defended the fare 
increase and appealed for customers to be “reason¬ 
able”. 

“The prices are no different now to what they 
were two years ago,” said a spokesman. “It was 
made very clear to customers that we had a special 
promotion on before which made the fares very low. 

“However, with fuel and VAT increases it would 
be ridiculous for us to continue the £5 weekly tick¬ 
et to Epping and customers shouldn’t expect that. 
They have to be reasonable. 

“Unfortunately, if people want a service and they 
want us to keep running the route then they will 
have to pay for it.”

83% given first 
choice of school

MORE than 90 per cent of pupils 
moving up to secondary school in 
September have got either their 
first or second choice, according 
to figures released by Essex 
County Council this week. 

A total of 83.25 per cent of parents 
have been offered their first preference 
for their children, with 10.16 getting 
their second. 

The combined total of 93.4 per cent 
compares with 91.5 per cent last year. 

County councillor Stephen Castle, 
cabinet member for education, said: 
“Waiting for that all-important second¬ 
ary school offer can be a nervous time 
for parents and pupils and I am delight¬ 
ed that so many will be receiving good 
news. 

“I am very pleased to see that we 
have been able to accommodate even 
more pupils into their first choice sec¬ 
ondary school. I wish them all the best 
as they carry on their education.” 

County Hall received a total of 
14,753 applications for secondary 
school places. 

While 3.35 per cent of children were 
allocated a place at their third choice 
school and 1.37 per cent at their fourth, 
the figures also show that a small num¬ 
ber - 1.87 per cent - failed to get a 
place at any of their preferences. 

These children were allocated a place 
at the nearest school with space.

Tango In The Attic 

The Square, Harlow 


I CAN’T dance for toffee. Attempts to shake my thang, 
get my groove on or strut my stuff invariably result in 
humiliation, injury or self-loathing. 

Yet I often seem to find myself in situations where I’m 
compelled to flail my limbs around like a terrified 
pigeon trapped in a sweaty box full of sniggering cats. 

A night at The Square isn’t normally one of those 
situations - after all, it’s the sort of place where socially 
awkward twenty-somethings in obscenely tight trousers 
go to seek respite from the brain-melting horror of 
provincial nightclubs. But Tango In The Attic had other 
ideas. 

From the opening ice-cream calypso chimes of One 
Step Away , the Glenrothes five-piece had stolen my 
shoes and forced my reluctant feet to chase after them 
with the miscalculated confidence of a drunken uncle 
at a wedding disco. 

Compounding my social agony by bounding into the 


irresistible Afrobeat-disco-pop groove of Off To..., it 
wasn’t long before the rest of my body threw off the 
shackles of self-consciousness and gleefully followed 
suit. 

But suddenly it didn’t matter anymore. Despite my 
thumbs joining the party in an unintended homage to 
the classic Dad-dance, the Scottish scamps were playing 
Jackanory and I was drinking slush puppies and playing 
on my Gameboy in the sun. 

Then just as my brain approached serotonin overload 
and my teeth started to ache, they changed gear again, 
shifting seamlessly from lo-fi garage giggles to post-rock 
magic and minimalism with the haunting harmonies 
and crashing guitars of The Letting Go. 

It was Sunny Delight with a whiskey chaser - a burst of 
sugar-sweet summer frivolity capped with a dose of 
self-reflective introspection - and it shouldn’t have 
worked. But the effect, not unlike my newfound dance 
moves, I suspect, was simply spellbinding. 

If you haven’t done so already, open up your ears and 
let TITA set up camp. You’ll never want them to leave.

EVERY minute of every hour of every 
day presents an endless series of 
alternatives: wake or sleep, laugh or 
cry, yes or no, forgive or forget. 

But what if these aren’t choices at all? What 
if everything we do, from something as 
seemingly random as tripping over a paving 
stone to fumbling for loose change, has 
been pre-ordained as part of some invisible 
grand design? 

This is the shocking truth that faces the 
beleaguered hero of The Adjustment 
Bureau. 

Adapted from Philip K Dick’s 1954 short 
story, writer-director George Nolfi’s fast- 
paced thriller ponders the ripple effect when 
one man attempts to defy the future that has 
been apparently mapped out for him. 

Matt Damon plays ambitious New York 
politician David Norris, who has overcome 
tragedy in his personal life to lead the charge 
for the US Senate and The White House 
with the aid of campaign manager Charlie 
Traynor (Michael Kelly).

Nolfi directs with confidence, seamlessly 
integrating flashes of digital trickery with the 
live action as the plot builds to a frenetic 
chase on foot through the streets of New 
York. 

David is prepared to fight to the death for his 
love - and the bureau agents are only too 
happy to nudge him to the brink and watch 
him fall.

I F you want a good 
example of a company 
that listens to its 
customers you have to look 
no further than Honda.

By choosing to develop 
something that was more than 
just another supermini, Honda 
struck a chord with buyers 
seeking something with a small 
footprint but with the 
flexibility and practicality of 
something much bigger. 

This revised second generation 
car builds on the original 
model’s success. Presenting a 
chunkier face to the world, 
Honda’s engineers have added 
a few aerodynamic tweaks to 
boost cabin refinement and 
overall efficiency. 

The latter is important, as this 
element plus selective engines 
improvements have resulted in 
economy and emissions gains.

Talking of green issues, this 
Jazz has the honour of being 
the first small production 
hybrid. Keen to broaden the 
appeal of such technology 
beyond its Insight model, the 
Jazz hybrid follows on from 
Honda’s sporting CRZ petrol- 
electric model. 

There’s more good news in the 
shape of the reintroduction of 
a continuously variable 
transmission (CVT) as an 
option alongside the car’s 
manual gearbox. It might not 
sound like much, but the 
previously used automated 
manual transmission wasn’t 
met with universal appeal. 

As a result, Honda listened, 
took on board the feedback and 
now offers a CVT that should 
please buyers seeking a 


smoother experience more akin 
to that of a conventional auto 
but without the fuel economy 
penalties. 

Existing Jazz owners will be 
familiar with the car’s 1.2 and 
1.4-litre petrol engines, which 
now boast CO 2 levels of 123 and 
126g/km respectively in 
manual gearbox trim and 
return a combined mpg fuel 
economy reading in the low 
50s. 

The hybrid borrows much from 
Honda’s existing Insight model, 
right down to the CVT gearbox. 
It manages 62.8mpg and boasts 
a lower 104g/km CO 2 rating, the 
latter Honda claims is the 
lowest for an auto gearbox car 
in the Jazz’s market sector. 

On the road, the petrol cars are 
as you would expect - willing, 
capable and refined. In 1.4-litre 


trim plus the new CVT 
gearbox, the Jazz is easy to 
drive and the box offers a 
welcome extra layer of 
refinement over its 
predecessor.

IT’S shaping up to be one of 
the most exciting ends to a 
Ryman division one north sea¬ 
son ever, as up to 12 teams - 
including Harlow Town FC - 
battle it out for the four play¬ 
off places.

HAWKS boss Danny Chapman 
has targeted three Essex derbies as 
being crucial to his side’s chances 
of gaining a play-off spot in 
Ryman League division one north 
this season. 

The two games against Romford

Heybridge Swifts on April 16 are seen 
as critical by the Harlow Town boss.

Chapman said: “Needham Market will 
win the league and East Thurrock and 
Wingate & Finchley will be in the play-offs. 

“That leaves two positions. It’s not easy, 
but we are more than capable of achieving a 
play-off spot. It’s an achievable goal.” 

He added: “We need to keep going week 
in, week out.” 

Harlow are due to face Needham Market 
away in their last game on April 30. 

Chapman said: “It would be nice to have it 
sown up by then. If we have to go and there 
and win we will.”
